Children Saved 

The two children who were sav- 
ed desperately clung to brush until 
they were rescued.

The four-foot wall of storm wa- 
ter was let loose when a dam in 
the system of flood contro} in the 
canyon gave way.

During the heavy storm 
Wednesday several of these dams 
gave way. At about 6 p.m. the 
last dam in the series broke, turn- 
ing loose a powerful force of water 
that suddenly roared ahead.

Upland was cut off from all mo- 
tor travel late Wednesday after- 
noon until early Thursday morning. 
| Soares of persons here from out 
of town were marooned, unable to 
get to their homes. 

In many parts of the Upland 
district telephone communication 
was'‘impossible due to damage to 
the wires. Telegrams flooded the 
local office of the Western Union. 

Travel was prohibited on Foot- 
hill boulevard early Wednesday 
afternoon due to the washouts at 
the Cucamonga canyon on the east 
and San Antonio canyon on the 
west. Arrow highway east and 
west was also blocked and Valley 
boulevard and California boule- 
vard, out from Ontario, were also 
washed oul. Local people outside 
of Upland late Wednesday were 
unable to return to their homes 
until Thursday. 

Pacific Electric trains were dis- 
continued early Wednesday and re- 
ports indicate it will be several 
days before service wiil be resum- 
ed. One of the biggest washouts 
on the Pacific Electric’s system is 
between here and Claremont. Flood 
waters rushing down San Antonio 
canyon took out a large span of 
the tracks. Santa Fe trains are 
also idle due to tracks being wash- 
ed out along the route. 

The last regular mail came to 
Upland early Wednesday and none 
hag been received since then. 

Workmen are today busy clear- 
ing Foothill.

As Flood Claims Three Here 


FAMILY DIVIDED 
IN DEATH AS HIGH 
WATERS TAKE TOLL 





The body of Mrs. Lackey was 
identified last night. The body 
was found at the Pacific Elec- 
tric tracks near the Claremont 
city limits, half a mile from 
where the flood tore her loose 
from her family. Body of a six- 
year old daughter has not been 
recovered. 
Three dead is the human toll 
here of the most disastrous and 
devastating rain storm ever to 
flood this citrus district. Many 
other persons were near-victims of 
the high waters. Many stories of 
how men and women bravely 
fought to sive their families and 
themselves have been told. 

Perhaps the most dangerous cen- 
ter and where many near-traged- 
#es occurred was in upper San An- 
tonio canyon, where there are re- 
sorts and many cabins. 


Flood Claims Lives 


Flood waters rushing down from 
the mountains through San An- 
tonio canyon wash west of here 
took its human toll. The victims 
Were Mrs. Henry Lackey, her six- 
year-old daughter, Melba, and an 
18-day-old son, Jack. They were 
drowned when a four-foot wall of 
flood water turned their car over 
and over. 

The father, Henry Lackey, a 
son, Herbert, and a daughter.

Body of the little baby, born here 
late last month, was found Thurs- 
day morning some distance south 
of where the storm hit the ma- 
chine. 

The four-foot wali of storm wa- 
ter was let loose when a dam in 
the system of flood control in the 
canyon gave way. In the canyon 
had been built in recent years a 
gigantic system of check dams and 
weirs. During the heavy storm 
Wednesday several of these dams 
gave way. At about 6 p.m. the 
last dam in the series broke, turn- 
ing loose a powerful force of water 
that suddenly roared ahead. 

Neighbor Gives Aid 

A man whose name was report- 
ed as Mr, Stutsinger lives just 
north of the Lackey home. Fear- 
ing the dam might give away, he 
notified the Lackeys of the dan- 
ger. Mr. Stutsinger drove his large 
machine to get the family. With- 
in a few minutes aftcr the family 
left the home, the flood water met 
the machine and tragedy followed. 

In addition to taking its human 
toll, the stored-up water swept a 
large area in its rush across Foot- 
hill and on to Claremont and south.

Upland Stopped Due to 
Serious Washouts 





Upland was cut off from all mo- 
tor travel late Wednesday after- 
noon until early Thursday morning. 
Scores of persons here from out 
of town were marooned, unable to 
get to their homes. 

In many parts of the Upland 
district telephone communication 
was'‘impossible due to damage to 
the wires. Telegrams flooded the 
local office of the Western Union. 

Travel was prohibited on Foot- 
hill boulevard early Wednesday 
afternoon due to the washouts at 
the Cucamonga canyon on the east 
and San Antonio canyon on the 
west. Arrow highway east and 
west was also blocked and Valley 
boulevard and California boule- 
vard, out trom Ontario, were also 
washed oul. Local people outside 
of Upland late Wednesday were 
unable to return to their homes 
until Thursday. 

Pacific Electric trains were dis- 
continued early Wednesday and re- 
ports indicate it will be several 
days before service will be resum- 
ed. One of the biggest washouts 
on the Pacific Electric’s system is 
between here and Claremont. Flood 
waters rushing down San Antonio 
canyon took out a large span of 
the tracks. Santa Fe trains are 
also idle due to tracks being wash- 
ed out along the route. 

The last regular mail came to 
Upland early Wednesday and none 
has been received since then. 

Workmen are today busy clear- 
ing Foothill. Within a short time 
the major boulevards in the dis- 
trict will be repaired. Valley 
boulevard was opened Thursday 
morning but it took some motor- 
ists several hours yesterday to get 
from Covina to Upland. 

Camp Baldy is isolated. The 
canyon road leading to the resort 
is impassable beyond Stoddard’s 
canyon.

Is Experienced 














Seven and a half inches of rain- 
fall within a short time was too 
much for this district’s system of 
flood control. The heavy down- 
pour Tuesday night and Wednesday 
made a total precipitation of 7:54 
inches in the rain measuring gauge 
on West Twenty-second street. 
From early Sunday morning until 
mid-morning Thursday, the pre- 
cipitation totaled 12.19 inches, 

This is believed to be a new rec- 
ord from the standpoint of volume 
in 4% days. 

Four years ago this district ex- 
perienced a flood. Since then 
much work has been done in build- 
ing storm drains, flood control and 
water conservation projects. While 
much has been accomplished on 
these projects to handle large 
downpours, the facilities were not 
large enough to prevent damage in 
such a flood, 

The 1934 damage was centered 
on San Antonio Heights and adja- 
cent citrus groves. In months 
previous a forest fire cleared off 
the brush in the hills just above 
the heights and the run-off turn- 
ed into a flood. 

In this week’s flood, however, it 
was a case of just too much rain.

How Prohibition Repeal Helped 








J. Edgar Hoover, director of the Mederal Bureau of Inves- 


tigation, told a group of Coneressman in Washington that 
crime increased seven per cent during the first nine months of 
1937, fourth year of prohibition repeal. This increase was 
found in such classes of erime as murder, negligent man- 
slaughter, criminal assault, aggravated assault, robbery, bur- 
glary, larceny and automobile thett. Strange as it may seem, 
Hoover's announcement followed closely a national press re- 
lease by Distilled Spirits Institute stating that crime had de- 
. creased since repeal. 


Excessive use of intoxicants since repeal is given as the 
principal cause of an inerease of nearly 50 per cent in di- 
vorees in Los Angeles county in recent years. And the Los 
Angeles Times recently said: ‘The tact sticks out like a sore 
thumb, that since repeal drunk arrests in Los Angeles are 2.66 
times greater than they were before repeal. This single ae- 
tivity consumes 35 per cent cf the total energy of the police.’’ 

Virginia, where liquor is sold under state monopoly, treat- 
ed 88 per cent more inebriates in 1937 than in 1933, the year 
before repeal—such is the statement of the superintendent of 
the state institution that cares for Virginia’s drink victims. 
While from the Keeley cure institute at Dwight, Ill., women 
patients increased 57.6 per cent last vear over 1936—and more 
women alcoholics took the cure there last year than in any year 
since 1915. 

With such reperts coming from all parts of the country, is 
it any wonder there is such widespread dissatisfaction with 
present liquor conditions and that talk of again bringing pro- 
hibition back is gaining momentum? Coors Courier. a beer 
publication, is quoted as follows: **Today, only five years af- 
ter repeal, we are face to face with the threat of a new prohi- 
bition fight. The enthusiasm whieh weleomed repeal has long 
since dwindled or been killed entirely by abuses which have 
Since erept in.”’ 

And from the Grand Rapids, Mich., Press we quote a state- 
ment that we have emphasized many times in this column: 
“It was ridiculous ever to contend that repeal would do away 
with liquor law infractions; that it would completely abolish 
the bootlegger and the illicit dealer, or that it would bring 
about a deerease in crime.”’ 

Today the liquor situation is receiving some of the blame 
for the “*business recession’’—and multimillionaires who spon- 
sored the return of liquor are among those feeling the pinch. 
Billions of dollars spent for liquor are being diverted from 
other channels of trade—and says H. Phelps Gates in the Na- 
tional Voice: “‘After four years of repeal dry campaigners 
are capitalizing on the fact that the nation now faces many 
of the same conditions which were used by wet propagandists 
in their efforts to stir the people into a frenzy of dissatisfae- 
tion.” 

Prohibition is on the way back—and the liquor interests 
are hastening its return.

Non-Taxpayer Is Non-Existent 


Residents up in Northern California were recently given 

a nine per cent reduction in natural gas rates—which will mean 

a saving of $9,000,000 a year for them. Commenting on this, 

the San Francisco Chronicle says: 

“If it were not for certain increased taxes on the gas 
companies the saving could have been $1,000,000 
more. 

“This particular illustration is important merely _be- 
eause it happens to be publicly and officially certified. 
Practically, the consumers of gas are so numerous that this 
particular tax passed on to them will amount to very little 
on any individual bill. But the point is that it is passed 
on, and that in the case of a public utility the laws. of the 
state require it to be passed on. In other cases the even 
more immutable laws of economies pass it on. So every 
consumer of gas or electricity is a taxpayer, even if he 
never sees a tax collector or personally signs a tax check. 

‘*We are all taxpayers. What some of us lack is tax 
eonsciousness. We think the man who signs the checks 
pays the tax, and that it makes no difference to the ‘non- 
taxpayer’ how high the taxes are. If this ‘non-taxpayer’ 
realized that he paid those taxes himself, he might eare.’’ 

More than half the cost of liquor and half the cost of cig- 

arets is what the customer pays in taxes for those detrimental 
non-essentials. If the tax on such things was great enough to 
keep the majority of people from buying them it would be a 
great blessing. Perhaps if taxes were higher on such things 
they would be less on clothing, food and numerous other es- 
sentials to the human race. However, it is inevitable that the 
tax is paid by the consumer—it must be added to the other 
costs of the product. About the only person one could imagine 
who would not be a taxpayer—and there are very few, if any, 
of them—is a person who never buys anything. The unseen 
shadow of taxes falls upon every commercial transaction— 
whether it be large or small.

Citrus Sales Hit 
Volume as Exchange 
Begins Advertising 











It was 30 vears ago this spring 
that the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, threatened with disas- 
ter by a bumper crop of oranges, 
first tried advertising. 

As W. B. Geissinger, adver- 
tising manager of the Exchange, 
puts it: “The records indicate that 
our members, back there in 1908, 
were of two schools of thought. | 
The first group felt that conditions| 


in the citrus business were so bad! 


that advertising couldn’t make 
them much worse, and the second 
beved that this new, mvsterious 
force might work a miracle, some- 
how. There .wasn’t any great 
amount of confidence in either 
camp, but it was generally agreed 
that no great harm could result 
from trying it.” 

It is interesting to note that this 
Exchange crop of citrus which 
glutted the market and threatened 
to fill the ditches and stream bed3 
of California with dumped fruit, 
amounted to a total of 17,636 car- 
loads. Today, California growers 
in a representative crop year pro~- 
duce and ship over 100,000 cars of 
citrus, and find consumers ready 
and willing to buy the entire crop. 

“That first advertising cam- 
paign,” says Mr. Geissinger, “was 
run in the state of Iowa, as a test. 
At the end of the season it was 
found that Iowa sales had increas- 
ed 50 per cent, while sales in the 
rest of the country were up 17 
per, cent. That was proof enough 
to the Exchange that. they had 
something—and we have advertis- 
ed consistently every year since 
1908. The fact that orange juice 
starts the day in the vast major- 
ity of American homes, that fresh 
fruit salads and desserts appear 
regularly on most of the Ameri-

cheaply as it does in the U. S. 
What could be the advantage of 
placing a high tariff on wheat 
coming into the U. S. when it 
would cost more than our own! 
wheat without the tariff? And/ 
yet this is the case. The truth of 
the matter is that the farmer has 
been bamboozled into supporting 
some other legislative measure in 
return for a tariff on wheat which 
he was led to believe that he need- | 
ed, and all the time he produces 
wheat cheaper than practically 
any other place in the world. 

Our country has been raised on 
tariffs and people are believers and 
not thinkers on this particular sub- | 
ject. An instance of this is illus-} 
trated by the automobile industry. 
The leaders of our automobile in- 
dustry had petitioned congress not 
to place a tariff on incoming cars. 
However, Congress knew more
